A reward is being offered for the arrest and conviction in the investigation involving the fatal stabbing of 
Juan Carlos Luna. According to LAPD, on September 17, 2017, at approximately 0810 hours, the victim, a 
21- year-old male Hispanic, was discovered in the 1800 block of West Court Street, near the northwest 
corner of Court Street and Burlington Avenue. 

A passerby saw the victim lying on the sidewalk, unresponsive. The victim had suffered multiple stab 
wounds and was pronounced dead at the scene by Los Angeles Fire Department paramedics. The LAPD 
investigation revealed that the victim, who was a resident of city of Glendale, was attending a party in 
Koreatown the night before the murder. The victim was last seen alive by one of his friends leaving the 
party in the early morning hours of September 17.
